ALL HOTEL ARRANGEMENTS APPROVED AND APPRECIATED. 
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2. CODEL REQUESTS ALL POSTS (EXCEPT LONDON) TO SUGGEST 
DAILY PROGRAMS AND SCHEDULES COMMENSURATE WITH VISITS. 

3. CODEL WILL GIVE RECEPTIONS IN NAME OF AMBASSADORS AT

COPENHAGEN, OSLO, STOCKHOLM, AND DUBLIN. CODEL SUGGESTS 
THAT RECEPTIONS BE HELD AT RESIDENCIES IF POSSIBLE AND 
ASKS AMBASSADORS TO PREPARE GUEST LISTS FROM LOCAL PARLIA- 
MENTARIANS, GOVERNMENT LEADERS, IPU HEADS, AND REPRESENTA- 
TIVE MEMBERS OF AMERICAN COMMUNITY. 

4. CODEL WOULD WELCOME AMBASSADORS' BRIEFINGS AT ALL POSTS. 
IN COPENHAGEN, STOCKHOLM, AND DUBLIN, HOUR IMMEDIATELY 
PRECEDING RECEPTIONS IS SUGGESTED AS MOST LOGICAL TIME. 
INSTEAD OF MAKING USUAL OFFICIAL CALLS, CODEL DESIRES MEET 
WITH GOVERNMENT AND IPU LEADERS IN COPENHAGEN, OSLO, 
STOCKHOLM AND DUBLIN ONLY AT SUCH RECEPTIONS AND WILL 
WELCOME INVITATIONS FROM THEIR IPU HEADS TO VISIT IN 

THEIR CAPITOLS. 

5. CODEL REQUESTS ASSIGNMENT OF MINIMUM EMBASSY CLERICAL 
AND DISPATCHER PERSONNEL IN CONTROL ROOMS TO ASSIST IN 
OPERATIONS AND WITH REQUESTS MADE BY CODEL MEMBERS. CODEL 
WILL NOT REQUIRE COMMUNICATIONS PERSONNEL IN CONTROL ROOMS 
OR EMBASSIES AS CODEL TRAFFIC WILL BE PRACTICALLY NIL. 

CASHIER ASSIGNED TO CONTROL ROOMS AT ARRIVALS AND DEPAR- 
TURES FOR CURRENCY EXCHANGE WOULD BE APPRECIATED. 

6. ALL EMBASSIES REQUESTED ASSIGN EMBASSY CAR WITH 
DRIVER TO CHAIRMAN FOR HIS USE AT EACH POINT AND THAT THIS 
CAR BE ON HAND AT ALL AIRPORT ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES. 

7. CODEL WILL REIMBURSE EMBASSIES FOR EMBASSY DRIVER'S 
OVERTIME AND FOR OVERTIME OF EMBASSY CLERICAL AND 
DISPATCHER EMPLOYEES ASSIGNED TO CONTROL ROOM. AND FOR 
MEALS TAKEN ON DUTY BY EMBASSY PERSONNEL THERE. CODEL 
REGRETS IT CANNOT REIMBURSE FOR OVERTIME OF ANY OTHER 
EMBASSY PERSONNEL. 

8. CODEL WILL HAVE NO CLASSIFIED MATERIAL AND WILL NEED 

NO CONTROL ROOM SECURITY EXCEPT FOR PASSPORTS AND CONFER- 
ENCE MATERIAL. EMBASSIES REQUESTED PROVIDE CONTROL ROOM 
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EQUIPMENT TO MINIMUM EXTENT CONSIDERED NECESSARY. 

9. ALL EMBASSIES REQUESTED PREPARE AND SUBMIT TENTATIVE 
BUDGETS FOR CODEL'S VISITS, GIVING ESTIMATED DOLLAR 
TOTALS FOR HOTEL ACCOMMODATIONS, MEALS, RENTED CARS. 

BUSES AND DRIVERS, BAGGAGE TRUCKS, OVERTIME FOR EMBASSY 
DRIVER. EMBASSY CLERICAL AND DISPATCHER EMPLOYEES 
ASSIGNED TO CONTROL ROOM, COST OF MEALS TAKEN IN CONTROL 
ROOM BY DUTY PERSONNEL, RENTAL OF CONTROL ROOM EQUIPMENT 
AND TIE-LINE COST. CONTROL ROOM WRAPPERS AND WRAPPING 
MATERIAL, LOCAL NEWSPAPERS, COSTS OF RECEPTIONS AND

FAST CONFERENCES BEFORE EACH DAY'S SESSIONS. CODEL WILL 
REQUIRE 30-40 AMERICAN-STYLE BREAKFASTS AT 0900 AND 
CHURCHILL SHOULD BE ASKED IF IT WILL WAIVE MEETING ROOM 
RENTAL FOR CATERING. ROOM WILL BE REQUIRED MORNINGS 
SEPTEMBER 4,5,8,9,10,11 AND 12. 

12. FOR ALL POSTS: IN INTEREST OF CONTROLLING CAR 
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RENTAL COSTS, EMBASSIES REQUESTED MAINTAIN CLOSE OVER- 
SIGHT OF BILLS; AND TO REVIEW UNDERSTANDINGS WITH RENTAL 
FIRMS TO DETERMINE IF SOMETIME UNSTATED CHARGES SUCH AS 
OUT-OF-TOWN MILEAGE, OVERTIME CHARGES AFTER HOURS, DRI 
VERS' MEALS, EXTRA GRATUITIES, ETC. EXIST APART FROM 
CONTRACT. A TEN-HOUR USE IS CONSIDERED THE NORM FOR 
EACH CAR. 

13. CODEL DESIRES USE BUSES (EXCEPT FOR CHAIRMAN) TO 

AND FROM AIRPORTS AND WHERE PROGRAMS PLANNED BY EMBASSIES 
CALL FOR CODEL TO MOVE AS A GROUP. CAR SCHEDULING 
THEREFORE SHOULD BE ADJUSTED TO CONFORM. 

14. CODEL OFFERS FOLLOWING SUGGESTIONS FOR RENTAL CAR 
SCHEDULE AND WOULD APPRECIATE ADVICE: 

FOR LONDON: CODEL REQUESTS STATEMENT OF PROVISIONAL CAR 
COSTS BY HOUR AND/OR MILEAGE ASAP AND SUGGESTIONS AS TO 
LESS COSTLY BUS OR TAXI SHUTTLE SERVICE BETWEEN CHURCHILL 
AND FESTIVAL HALL. ALL RENTAL CARS IN LONDON EXCEPT 
CHAIRMAN'S, WILL BE ASSIGNED STRICTLY ON AN INDIVIDUAL 
FT VOUCHER BASIS TO BE SIGNED BY INDIVIDUAL DELEGATE. 
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FOR COPENHAGEN: RENTAL CARS REQUIRED COMMENCING 0900 
AT HOTEL THURSDAY, AUGUST 28 ONLY. 

FOR OSLO: RENTAL CARS REQUIRED AT HOTEL NOON, FRIDAY 
AUGUST 29; AT 0900 SATURDAY, AUGUST 30; AND FROM 0800 
THROUGH NOON, SUNDAY, AUGUST 3 1 . 

FOR STOCKHOLM: CARS WILL BE REQUIRED AT HOTEL AT 0900 
MONDAY AND TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 1 AND 2; AND THROUGH NOON 
WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 3. PROGRAM MAY CALL FOR CODEL TO 
MOVE AS A GROUP SUNDAY EV ENING AUGUST 31; AND PERHAPS 
ONE DAY MONDAY OR TUESDAY. 

FOR DUBLIN: CODEL WILL TAKE FOUR SEATER CARS DESCRIBED 
IN DUBLIN 1283 FOR ASSIGNMENT AT ARRIVAL SATURDAY,

14. NUMBER REQUIRED, SHOULD BE REDUCED TO 16 INASMUCH 
AS SOME DELEGATES MAY FLY BACK TO U.S. DIRECT FROM 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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LONDON. IN VIEW OF 1000 ARRIVAL, CODEL SUGGESTS CARS 
INSTEAD OF BUSES AS MOST PRACTICABLE AT AIRPORT. 

FOR SHANNON TRIP, CODEL SUGGESTS EMBASSY SCHEDULE TWO 
44 SEAT LUXURY BUSES INSTEAD OF CARS AND IF POSSIBLE 
ASSIGN TO CHAIRMAN EMBASSY CAR FOR ENTIRE TRIP. EMBASSY 
SHOULD, IN ANY EVENT, HIRE TWO FOUR-SEATERS FOR DUBLIN- 
SHANNON TRIP FOR EMERGENCY USE BY CODEL DURING JOURNEY. 

ITINERARY TO SHANNON AND ALL OTHER ARRANGEMENTS COMPLETED
